lh another 20 years, predicts the secretary of the New York* 
State Charities Aid Association, tuberculosis will be practically 
eliminated in the United States. The battle against this disease is 
regarded by thoughtful persons as one of the most important things 
the United States has done in the last two decades. 
The success of that battle is also one of the most hopeful vic­ 
tories of the same period, for it suggests that other diseases can 
ba driven out in similar ways. 
The white plague has been beaten because the medical pro­ 
fession faced the terror squarely, sought its causes, studied its 
symptoms, found its remedies and preventives and then proceeded 
to give these useful finds widespread publicity. 
I Prevention of tuberculosis through wholesome living condi­ 
tions abd proper feeding in childhood has jrtgUfei reduced the 
number of victims. -Cure of tuberculosis has been found fairly 
simple when the patients and their families are willing to tackle 
tile disease promptly and follow directions thoroughly. 
All of 
this has demonstrated the possibility of eliminating the disease 
entirely. This will take constant vigilance, persistent effort and 
continued widespread publicity, but it is a cause worth all the time 
and trouble. Even if tuberculosis is routed first, it won t be the 
only disease to go. Cancer, diabetes and other dreaded, mysterious 
and baffling ailments ultimately will follow its exit with their 
own.

Lately they have been taking down the barricades in Shang­ 
hai. That is to say, the “foreign” settlements in that great com­ 
mercial city have been removing the defenses they set up a few 
months ago, with dramatic Impressiveness, to protect their white 
residents from the “fury of yellow hordes.” 
They were safeguarding themselves and their property par­ 
ticularly from the Nationalists, sweeping up from Canton, under 
the leadership of Chiang Kai-Shek. Those Nationalists, they loud­ 
ly declared, were anti-foreign, red themselves and dominated by 
Red influence from Moscow, determined to Sweep Europeans into 
the sea and establish a Communist system that would make China 
unsafe fos all whites. 
The Nationalists have reached Shanghai, and flowed around 
it like a river in flood, and swept on in pursuit of the shifty 
northern war lords and their tattered armies. And the frightened 
foreigners in Shanghai are safe—so safe that they stop shrieking 
for armies and navies to defend them, and resume business as 
usual 
It is seen now more clearly that the great masses of Chinese 
are not rabid against foreigners, as they were in the Boxer move­ 
ment of a generation ago; that there was (riot of false propaganda 
sent out from Shanghai to win the attention of the powers; that 
the Nationalist party and army represent, in a general way, the 
best aspirations of modem China; that Moscow has had far less 
influence in Chinese policies and programs than the world was 
led to believe; that the greatest peril to China lies not in the Can­ 
tonese movement, but in the northern movement for reaction, led 
by men who represent brigandage and reaction rather than prin­ 
ciple and intelligent modernism.

Deciares McDermott Innocent. 
Arrived at the penitentiary late 
Wednesday, Mills refused to talk to 
McDermott through a stoall window, 
when penitentiary officials then al­ 
lowed the prisoner and his attorney 
to meet on a bench in the court yard. 
Mills and his client talked for more 
than an hour, after 
which 
Mills 
again declared the innocense of Mc­ 
Dermott. 
Mills’ wife was refused permission 
to see David Atkins, negro, convicted 
in Stark county for the murder of a 
railroad detective, he reported after 
the McDermott interview. Mrs. Mills, 
It was said, wished to see ^ hins to 
tell him of his mother’s funeral. Peni­ 
tentiary guards, Mills said, told her 
•he would “bace to write the mess­ 
age." 
While Mills spoke with McDermott. 
Rudner passed at the other side of 
the yard, and the two waved at each 
Other.

his arrival and departure there had 
been hardly sufficient time to turn 
over, but in the dram atic interval the

Newspapermen Rush to Field. 
He arrived in a drab green army 
craft which was barely visible in the 
black skies until it swerved within 
one hundred feet of the glaring bea­ 
con lights of the landing field; and 
when he took off, the lights mean­ 
while having been extinguished, the 
glistening lines of the silvered St. 
Louis were as quickly lost in the dull 
sheen of the morning light. 
Less than fifty persons were on 
the field to witness the reunion of the 
daring lone eagle and his famous 
craft. 
Advised by telephone of “Llndy’e** 
departure from New York, naval offi­ 
cers at Anacostia had barely time to 
rout snoring sailors from their bunks 
to provide a ground crew. A dozen tax­ 
icabs rushed routed

Wick of Anacostia station took off a 
few seconds after Lindbergh. Lieuten­ 
ant A. C. Miles followed in a second 
naval plane, and Street brought up the 
rear with the army pursuit cqaft he 
had flown from Mitchel Field. 
Plane in Perfect Condition. 
"The Spirit of St. Louis” apparently 
was in perfect condition, ^ fo r 
her 
master smiled broadly as he approach­ 
ed her roaring motor from the hangar 
in which he had conversed with the 
naval officers. Climbing into the pilot- 
seat, he put both hands to the instru­ 
ment board, tuned the engine for less 
than a minute, leaped out to secure 
final directions 
from 
Commander 
Wick, posed an instant for a flash­ 
light picture, waved a cheery adieu 
to the small circle of Jieavy eyed field 
attendants aud 
newspapermen and 
was away. 
Although he flew 
from 
Mitchel 
Field to Anacostia in almost record 
time, Lindbergh omitted his wonted 
stunt flying as he took off in his own 
plane for the first flight since his tri­ 
umphal return to America. 
Heading into the gentle northwest 
wind, he taxied the St. Louis less than 
150 yards, nosed her upwards at a 
thrilling angle to an altitude of about 
1,200 feet and then away in a north­ 
easterly course for New York.

Declares McDermott Innocent. 
Arrived at the penitentiary late 
W ednesday, Mills refused to talk to 
M cDermott through a sfball window, 
w hen penitentiary officials then al­ 
lowed the prisoner and his attorney 
to m eet on a bench in the court yard. 
Mills and his client talked for more 
than an hour, after 
which 
Mills 
again declared the innocense of Mc 
Dermott. 
Mills’ wife was refused permission 
to see David Atkins, negro, convicted 
In Stark county for the m urder of ai 
railroad detective, he reported after 
the McDermott interview. Mrs. Mille, 
it was said, wished to see Atkins to 
tell him of his m other’s funeral.

The French flyers, Nungesser and Coli, have not been for­ 
gotten in the amidst of America’s rejoicing over recent aviation 
triumphs*. Since early in June a search from the air has been un­ 
der way. which will cover every square mile of the wild and in­ 
hospitable interior of Newfoundland. That search is to he as in­ 
tensive as possible and will not cease until it is definitely estab 
lished whether or not the two brave French airmen came to earth 
on Newfoundland. 
In the meantime, a bein tit show is to be held in New York, 
the proceeds of which will go to the families of Nungesser and 
Coli. American flyers are selling the tickets for this benefit and 
intend to make it a success. 
0 
These two thoughtful services are regarded by the men back­ 
ing them as "America’s job.” The work undoubtedly would have 
been undertaken here regardless of Lindbergh’s successful flight 
and great welcome in France. 
Its carryipg out is still more im­ 
portant, however, in view of French generosity and appreciation. 


A Vanquished Plague. 


In another 20 years, predicts the secretary of the New York1 
State Charities Aid Association, tuberculosis will be practically 
eliminated in the United States. The battle against this disease is 
regarded by thoughtful persons as one of the most im portant things 
the United States has done in the last two decades. 
The success of that battle is also one of the most hopeful vic­ 
tories of the same period, for it suggests th at other diseases can 
be driven out in similar ways. 
The white plague has been beaten because the medical pro­ 
fession faced the terror squarely, sought its causes, studied its 
symptoms, found its remedies and preventives and then proceeded 
to give these useful finds widespread publicity. 
Prevention of tuberculosis through whplesome living condi 
tions and proper feeding in childhood has greatly reduced the 
number of victims. -Cure of tuberculosis has been found fairly 
simple when the patients and their families are willing to tackle 
the disease promptly and follow directions thoroughly. 
All of 
this has demonstrated the possibility of eliminating the disease 
entirely. This will take constant vigilance, persistent effort and 
continued widespread publicity, but it is a cause worth all the time 
and trouble. 
Even if tuberculosis is routed first, it won t be the 
only disease to go. Cancer, diabetes and other dreaded, mysterious 
and baffling ailments ultimately will follow its exit with their 
own.

China 
Lately they have been taking down the barricades in Shang­ 
hai. That is to say, the ‘ foreign'* settlements in th at great com­ 
mercial city have been removing the defenses they set up a few 
months ago, with dramatic Impressiveness, to protect their white 
residents from the "fury of yellow hordes." 
They were safeguarding themselves and their property par­ 
ticularly from the Nationalists, sweeping up from Canton, under 
the leadership of Chiang Kai-Shek. Those Nationalists, they loud­ 
ly declared, were anti-foreign, red themselves and dominated by 
Red influence from Moscow, determined to sweep Europeans into 
the sea and establish a Communist system th at would make China 
unsafe fo* all whites. 
The Nationalists have reached Shanghai, and flowed around 
it like a river in flood, and swept on in pursuit of the shifty 
northern war lords and their tattered armies. And the frightened 
foreigners in Shanghai are safe—so safe that they stop shrieking 
for armies and navies to defend them, and resume business as 
usual. 
It is seen now more clearly that the great masses of Chinese 
are not rabid against foreigners, as they were in the Boxer move­ 
ment of a generation ago; that there was srht of false propaganda 
sent out from Shanghai to win the attention of the powers; that 
the Nationalist party and army represent, in a genera] way, the 
best aspirations of modern China; that Moscow has had far less 
influence in Chinese policies and programs than the world was 
led to believe; that the greatest peril to China lies not in the Can­ 
tonese movement, but in the northern movement for reaction, led 
by men who represent brigandage and reaction rather than prin­ 
ciple and intelligent modernism. 


Neighbors 
New York and Paris, it has been demonstrated, are now only 
about 33 hours apart. Berlin is a little more than that, and Lon­ 
don a little less. Call it a day and a half from America to England, 
France, Germany or Italy, 
A generation ago, by horse and buggy, the same might have 
represented 40 or 50 miles. Improved transportation has increas­ 
ed our range already nearly IOO times, and is steadily bringing dis­ 
tant places still nearer. 
It is time to ask ag&in the old biblical question. ‘Who is thy 
neighbor?" Already the leading European powers arc our neigh­ 
bors in almost as real a sense as were the people over in the next 
village in our pioneer days. And communication, the other essen­ 
tial of friendly intercourse, is«vastly quicker than transportation, 
as the other is more permeable than the air or water. 
Evidently it is time for the development of & new neighborli­ 
ness, on a scale so vast as to havd been inconceivable to former 
generations, sweeping away the prejudices based on their lack of 
contact. 


NEW YORK. June 16.—The Grang­ 
er who pauses, especially after night­ 
fall, before those glowering mansions 
of millionairdora, will almost immedi­ 
ately observe one or tw o .figures ap­ 
pear from apparently nowhere to stand 
ut a respectable distance in the offing. 
They are the private watchmen, 
ever on guard at the portals of the 
rich. 
It is their job to restrain, not 
only the ordinarily curious, but the 
cranks and those who might have 
dangerous notions. 
So carefully are 
the rich protected that for a stranger 
to gain entrance halls is almost im­ 
possible. 
Even reporters, skilled in scaling 
barriers of all sorts, often have to 
barriers themselves with prearranged 
appointments. 
It Is rare a passerby 
sees people of wealtji leaving their 
domiciles to enter their automobiles. 
That is because watchmen usually 
scan the streets to see that there are 
no loiterers and then press a buzzer 
signal indicating the path is clear. It 
is not, however, a great danger that 
is feared. 
It is from annoyance of 
those who seek personal interviews. 
There are hundreds who l'e in waft 
for the rich to exploit some idea which 
they believe needs only a moneyed 
interest. 
More than 50 per cent of a 
rich man’s mail is burdened with these 
epistolary 
pleas.

many people have been able to live 
for years through begging letters. 
It has been said many millionaires 
were driven from Fifth Avenue to se­ 
questered side streets because of those 
who waited morning and night In hope 
of a personal talk.

A Survey on Installment Buying. 
WASHINGTON, D. t\, June 16 —No 
little worry is being caused business 
men all over the country on the score 
of installment buying. Economists of 
repute hav»> predicted that the orgy 
of installment buying which has been 
going on since the war is piling up a 
debt which 
will bring down on the 
heads-of producers and merchants the 
worst period of (repression the coun­ 
try ever has known. 
Although installment buying is very 
old so far as real estate is concerned 
It is only rn recent years that It has 
been widely extended. 
About fifty 
years ago piano houses began selling 
on installments; then the sewing ma­ 
chine companies took it up and next 
the furniture stores. 
But it has been 
only since the war th at department 
stores, specialty stores, and every con­ 
ceivable kind of a store have gone in­ 
to the game of selling on the install­ 
ment plan on a large scale.
